Mrs. Wheeldon was sentenced to ten 
years’ penal servitude. A sentence of 
seven years was imposed: upon Mason, 
and his wife was sentenced to. five 
years’ penal servitude. 

In\ an eloquent: and vigorous. summing 
up today 8S. H. Riza, the Mohammedan 
lawyer, who is acting as attorney for 
the defendants, startled the courtroom 
by suggesting a trial by ordeal. He 
referred to the mediaeval form of judi-’ 
cial trial, in Which, in. place of evi- 
dence, supernatural aid is invoked, as

There should be a medal of. honor 
for all the buyers.who have shown 
such courage and taken such gambling 
chances in getting to and from Paris 
duting the last two and a half years. 
As many women as men have gone 
across, and some of them have sailed 
in the face of every known danger 
and remained calm in the midst of 
hysterical panics concerning personal, 
safety. 

The.man or woman who insists upon 
shouting aloud for American fashions 
for American women feels that these 
buyers had far better remain at home 
and ‘create’ designs in this country, but 
thése. are the peoplé who do not know 
or who Ygnore the real industrial sit- 
uation. 

The kernel of the situation at this 
moment is that Paris has spoken.

We may talk 
all we please about ‘our own fashions 
following. our own flag, but all fash- 
ions become ours after they have had 
‘their source in Paris, in a limited dis-} 
trict of the city.

Japan thinks, ‘there- 
fore, that they are not likely to be so 
anxious to interfere in the affairs of 
East Asia as they were before the war. 
They will be too: busy with the colossal 
task of rehabilitation to bother much 
over the fate of China. 

Occupation by Japan of the field 
hitherto controlled by the Occidental 
nations will be no easy matter, the 
Japanese writer foresees. But he 
feels that if Japan systematically 
tries to win China’s friendship and 
otherwise lays her lines to get com- 
mercial supremacy in the Celestial 
Empire she will.be able to put Euro- 
pean and American. competition to 
flight. He advances this view as fol- 
lows: __

We Must ave a Large’ and Democratic 
Force to Help Preserve Internatiorial. Peace

N the case of inmnediate 
war, the country. will 
have to use the means at 
hand,.namely, the. aoe:

It is 
also “A professional army,.so far as. the 
officers and-many of the non-commissioned 
officers are concerned—that is, preparation 
for war, and -war itself is to be their life 
work. The State militia is non-existent in 


. gome States, in others is so imperfectly 


equipped that it cannot be said to be ready 
for any military service whatever, and in 
others so ill-trained and so poorly officered 
that fresh material would often. be prefer- 
able in case of war. 
Moreover, the militia is less and less will- 
ing to perform serious. duty like the sup- 
pression of riots, the prevention of danger- 
ous public disorders, and the guarding of 


public property in times of alarm. The™ 


rank and file of the militia contain men of 
various ages—some very inappropriate— 
and not-a few men with whose daily oecu- 
pations it is not for the interest of the 
community ‘as a whole‘to interfere for any 
length of time. In short, it is a new kind 
of army that the United States needs, a 
Swiss army or a Kitchener’s army, an army 
which enrolls-year after year all the able- 
bodied Young men of nineteen years of age,

“schools”. which require attendance (ac- 
cording to corps) of from 45 to 105 (in two 
parts) days. Officers and non-commissioned 
officers are_selected and promoted by their 
teachers. and commanders for merit only, 


which must be proved im service and by 


appropriate tests and examinations. .(See 
Lieut. Col: George Bell, Jr.’s, Report of 1911 
to the United States Army War. College.) 
That is the sort of citizens’ army which the 
United ‘States should henceforth maintain. 

There.are two reasons for the immediate 
organization of a modern democratic army 
by the United States. The first reason is 
that the country may be seen to possess the 
means of defense against attack-from with- 
out, no matter by how formidable an ag- 
gressor. The second is thatthe country 
may be seen to be in afair way to possess 
a vast and well-trained army. capable of 
taking a worthy part in the alliance which 
after this war is to prevent war and estab- 
lish a durable peace. ~The United States 
cannot take a worthy part in that alliance 
unless it visibly possesses a citizens’ army— 
not a standing army—counted by millions, 
perfectly equipped, always on call, and 
capable of rendering with skill and devotion 
any of the military services which any or 
all of the Entente Allies have been called on 
to perform. : 

It is a dangerous delusion that interna- 


tional peace is.to*be preserved at the close 
‘ of the present war by any organization— . 
Parliament, court, or, conference—which is | 
not sapported-by an overwhelming inter- 
national force, both on sea and on land. 
-It is a dangerous delusion that the Gov- 
‘ernment of Germany, or the German peo- 


ple, is suddenly to change its most charac- 
teristic qualities and beliefs before, or at, 


* the close of this war. It would be unreason- 


‘able for any free iation, or any group. of 


free’ nations, to trast their liberties to the 
honor or justice of Germany in either 
treaty.making or public négptiation, or to 
its fairness or mercy inthe conduct of war. 

The faithlessness and barbarous conduct 
of. Germhafiy-during the last two years and 
a half, though they have taken the civilized 
world by surprise, are now seen to be con- 
sistent not only -with the political doctrines 
held and taught by that Government during 
the last fifty years, but with its actual — 
practices at home and abroad during. the 
whole of that period. Moreover, the habitual 
reliance of Prussia on ‘military force as the 
true source and best expression of national 
strength has-come down through many cen- 
turies. There is no ground to expect—in- 
deed, it would be absurd to expect—that at 
the close of this war either the autocratic 
Government of the submissive people of 
Germany would not only. abandon the per- 
nicious beliefs and practices to which they 
have held for generations, but also give the 
civilized world adequate evidence that they 
had abandoned them. Such-evidence could 
not be given’in adequate quality and quan- 
tity in less than’ ten years. But the civilized 
world wants an assured peace immediately. 
People who look facts.ih the race see but 
one way.to get it—through an offensive and 
defensive alliance, for that express purpose,

The great failure of the peace movement 
is not its pacifism, but its failure to con- 
nect. The announcement of German 
propaganda in Mexico and the south is 
not nearly so important as the fact that 
there was no affirmative Aanarbeta prop- 
aganda to meet it. 

What has happened is a conibiaiie of 
the isolation of China; the whole modern 
movement of internationalism, its syn 
pathies, alliances, adventures and ¢om-, 
mercial reciprocities, has swept past us 
to meet in-the house of our neighbor, 
with whom we are only on officially 
neighborly terms. 

Let~no one rest too ‘comfortably on 
Mr. Carranza’s’ assurance. that the de 
facto Government has not been ap- 
proached by German agents. It might 
be true, and, therefore, the more alarm- 
ing. Mr. Carranza as the representative 
of conventional sovereignty could be dealt 
with on reasonably high ground. But 
what of the Mexico that is not Car 
ranza? 

The Zimmermann note as it comes ts 
the public is only a fragment, and not 
even German diplomats approach an in- 
ternational agreement of that’ size with 
a straight proposition. What we have 
of the note reads like the tail end of a 
situation which has“ been thoroughly felt 
out and has reached the point where 


. written propositions are demanded. Who 


was at the other end of it? It is a 
commonplace of every newspaper office 
in the country that Villa has been 
financed by pro-Germans ‘operating ‘in the © 
United States. And what of Germany 
and Zapata, snug in the heart of the 
country? What of Yucatan, abundantly 
able to create a separate German centre 
if it so pleases her? Berlin has admitted 
the trick too easily with a fine air of 
being. willing to confess that it has 
failed. She hopes, and very likely she is 
right, that we will be taken in by it-and 
overlook her operations in Costa Rica 
and Colombia. 

Japan’s official profession of -friend- 
ship may also be true and not mean any- 
thing. Japan herself is driven by the 
rising tide of Russian liberalism. There 
is a logical, though not necessarily hos- 
tile, connection between the reported ar- 
rest of Protopopoff, of leading Liberals 
in the Russian munition-plants and the 
reported establishment of Japanese mu- 
nition works in Mexico.

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j Not a Separate War If We Take Up Arms 





Military Stake of United States Like That of Allies, Says Frank 


J. Mather, Jr, Who Urges a Generous, Not Limited, Alliance , 
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E are drifting into war, and 
Z it greatly behooves us to 
study what we mean to do 
when we get there. 
The shortest and pleas- 
antest way of meeting an 
unpleasant situation has been devised by 
that amiably qmnivorous bird the vstrich. 
He sticks his head in the sand and pre- 
‘tends the danger isn’t there. This is the: 
way of the pacifist. He repeats the phrases 
he has learned in tranquil times and 
hopes they will apply when war comes. 
He has the same stomach for sweetly as- 
‘gerted bundles of words that the ostrich 
shas for papers of tin tacks. They tickle 
his throat and make him feel good. 
.. So long as there are not too many— 
estriches in a country they may pass as 
valued curiosities. The drawback to the 
pacifist type is that he loves peace more 
than he loves his country—is the most 
impracticable sort of internationalist. 
Immediately after the Lusitania we had 
Mr. Bryan minimizing the resoluteness 
of the country to Ambassador von Bern- 


- ” gtorff, and immediately on Ambassador 
- yon Bernstorff’s dismissal we have Sec- 


retary Daniels and Dean Kirchwey in- 
formally making the same disclaimer of 
resolution. in behalf of the country. 
These’ are typical acts of the pacifist, 
morally treasonable acts, based on a fer- 
vor for peace that forgets personal honor 
and the interest of one’s country. 

Little by little the character of the 
pacifist will come to be regarded much 
as the mind of the proverbial ostrich is 
now considered. That will take time, for 
as a nation we are devoted to the notion 
that fine words do butter parsnips.

Before discussing the notion of a 
separate war I must admit that it plays 
into our consecrated tradition that we 
are not as European men are. It is 
dangerous even to examine this axiom, 
yet very reverently I may ask how far 
it corresponds to facts; how far it is 
really serviceable to us today. 

When the assertion of our political 
isolation from Europe was memorably 
made by Washington, afd most. practi- 
cally reaffirmed by Monroe, we were, 
indeed, a peculiar people. Our independ- 
ent and democratic status was only 
grudgingly admitted in, Europe. Our 

acy was almost an isolated ex- 


held half of Europe directly under her 
absolutism, or in loose dependence; Ger- 
many was a complex of tiny kingdoms 
and principalities, with little liberty, 
around the cunningly dissimulated abso- 
lutism of ominously expanding Prussia; 
Russia was a vast darkness of ane 
and serfdom. 

It was with entire right that the Fa- 
thers of the Republic washed their hands 
of Europe and asserted our American 
difference. Unfortunately, the doctrine, 
as doctrines will, hardened into a form of 


. words and continued to prevail long after 


the facts had ceased to justify it. After 
the year of revolution, 1848, Europe 
moved rapidly in the direction of repre- 
sentative government. Eventually Eng- 
land, France, the Scandinavian King- 
doms, Italy, and Spain framed institu- 
tions actually more promptly controllable 
‘by the popular will than our own. Tardi- 
ly, Russia has taken the first steps to- 
ward representative government. 

It is odd indeed that a well-educated 
public like our own has never grasped 
the meaning of the fact of a progressive- 
ly liberalized . Europe. . It shows some 
grave defect in our education that the 
children of the year 1900 were brought 
up on the anti-European prejudices which 
found their warrant in the state of things 
in 800. ‘The old Juems & words, wish ths

= Phariseeism: - We are “ not-as 
other men.” When we feel this way we 
aré not at one “with the Fathers, who 
wen from. radical political differ- 
“enees; we are rather indulging the same

litical ‘ideals’ are’ precisely those of all 
Europe, excepting Prussia, (who domi- 
nates. Gérmany,) Turkey, and Russia, 
and Russia is tending toward increasing 
freedom. Our notion of a complete i30- 





- we maintain our limited “ay 
_ fense ”; what will happen when Germany 


has made in, the case of Mexico and Santo 
Domingo. Germany will not admit as a 
mediator an America that has exercised 
an “armed defense” on the sea. What 
to us will be a meritoriously limited deé- 
gree of combatancy will be to her a 
nefarious attempt to break her blockade. 

Suppose that to our own satisfaction 


shall have made peace with the Allies? 
She will remain in a state of war with 
the United States. She will have vast 
military resources of everything but 
wai ne bene eee ee 
which we have in abundance, shéltered 

by an inferior naval and ry. force. 
The fact that we have not meant @ whole 
war will not prevent.'Germany from 
meaning a whole war. None of the Allies 
will have any réal motive for coming to 


. the rescue of a nation which has denied 


a patent community of interest in their 
cause, Germany could work her will in 
South America or on the Atlantic sea- 
board. In short, the specious theory of 
a limited, separate war looks disastrous 
on analysis, whether from altruistic 
standpoint. of the future @ of the 
world or from the legitimately ‘selfish 
standpoint of our own national security. 

But the strongest reason against a 
separate war of our own is that our 
military stake in the war is identical 


with that of the Allies. We need not_ 


approve them in toto, we need not accept 
Unreservedly their view of the origin of 
the world war, or of the settlement that 


should follow it. But so far as we shall 


be fighting Germany, our military stake 
is theirs. Our interest calls for beating 
Germany by arms to the point that she 
sees that breaking treaties, oppressing 
innocent neutrals, waging atrocious and 
barbarous warfare on land and sea, do 
not pay. We desire that she should see 
her war policy and practices as a series 
of hideous moral errors of which she sin- 
cerely repents. But short of a repent- 
ance as unlikely as ‘desirable, the Allies 
mean to prove that counsels of perfidy 
and cruelty do not pay in the modern 
world, and here our interest is one with 
theirs. 

It is a narrow-minded view to limit our 
responsibility to the protection - of our 
own sea-borhe trade. As guarantors ofa 
score of weak nations under the ‘Monroe 
Doctrine, we are profoundly interested in 
the ‘immunity of such nations from wan- 
ton attack. In ignoring the outrage upon 
Belgium, we have cast doubt 6n our own 
character. and on our own | 6 and 
power to uphold the weaker Latin- Amer- 
ican powers, 

As a nation apparently on the brink of 
war, we are deeply interested in the law, 
until lately “universally held, that force 
of. arms is employed only against bellig- 
erents. The slaying of the crews of mer- 
chant ships, the slaughter of noncom-

We must distinguish clearly ahaa 
our military stake in such a war and thé 
disinterestedness which we should 
serve with regard to the minuter d 
of the terms of peace. If we fight 
many, it is in every sense an American 
issue that Germany should be bea 
But itis not clearly an American i 
that Poland shpuld be reconstituted, A}- 
sace-Lorraine-restored to France, Schleg- 
‘wig-Holstein to‘the Danes, or the Darda- 
nelles ceded to Russia. Conceivably, o' 
alliance with the Entente might be lim- 
ited to the moment that Germany ad- 
mitted defeat. : Yet it is clear, also, that 
if the terms of peace are to include an 
agreement for reduction of armaments or 
for definite measures to foster world 
-peace, then the United States has the 
déepest interest in such negotiations. She 
might well sit in the conference as an in- 
dependent power, not bound by merely 
European animosities and interests. . 

If the peace conference sholild mere 
do the usual work of distributing as jush- 
ly as might be the spoils of victory, the 
United States might still hope to ex: 
cise the salutary advisory function 
did at the Algeciras Conference. It 
would merely be nécessary to make o 
disinterested position plain. In short, we 
should assert our’traditional separatidn 
fearlessly where it still applies, and 
where it does not apply follow as boldly 
the dittates of our own national honor 
and interest, using and being used hy 
our natural friends against the op 
mon foe. 

While it is probable that our contriby- 
tion to the war will be rather in goods 
and money than in soldiers, it is equally 
true that our generous youth will de- 
mand and our military allies will expect 
some visible symbol that our manhood 
is pledged to the cause. This country 
has not. yet reached the stage where it 
will cower behind its money bags while 
foreign friends die for it. In case of 
war with Germany our immunity from 
what has befallen Belgium will be sim- 
ply due to the-blood risk assumed by, 
the sailors of England and the soldiers 
of Belgium, France, England, Italy, and 
Russia. Unless the spirit that made 
and saved the nation be dead, (and with 
a thousand students drilling near by as 
I write, I know that it is not,) we shall 
insist on sharing that risk.

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T was about ‘twenty years ago 
that the work of mosquito ex- 
termination was first seriously. 
- undertaken in this:country as a 
matter of community or State 
activity. Of course, it was 

hailed with derision. The attention of 
the professional jokesmiths was trafs- 
ferred from the mosquito to the would-be 
mosquito exterminator. But the ridicule 
was short-lived. The public was educated 
to understand that the mosquito, even the 
Jersey mosquito, was not a joke but a 
most dangerous carrier of disease, and 
then the work of getting rid of the pest 
was taken seriously and put on a sys- 
tematic basis. 

Now it is the turn of the stray cat. 
Derision -and levity once :more, as a 
matter of course. But the work is under 
way. There is to be a committee hearing 
at Albany next Wednesday, on a pending 
bill providing for the licensing of pet 
cats and the destruction of all others in 
this state. The education of the: public

sade seriously ought to be a quicker and 
easier matter than it was in the case of 
the mosquito; for the charge against the 
cat, particularly. at the present time, is 
a very tangible one, and directly linked 
up with no less a popular-problem than 
that of the cost of living.

mated. at $1,200,000,000.: In the single 
year of 1904 the destruction .of. the Hes- 
sian fly in. the wheat-growing States of 
the country eost $50,000,000.. The crop 
loss in the Mississippi Valley, in one year 
due to cinch bugs is placed at-$100,000- 
000. Estimates of the loss of bird life 
for the entire counfry have not -been 
made, but the figures from. several of 
the States are. most significant and suffi- 
ciently indicate the seriousness of the 
eat pest. Dr. A. K. Fisher of.the Bio- 
logical. Survey says that in New York 
State the cats destroy 3,500,000 birds 
annually, and the estimate of the. num- 
ber of birds needlessly lost to. the. farm- 
ers of Illineis.every year is 2,500,000: 
Now, as to what the birds can do for 
the welfare of the nation if they. are un- 
molested.

A mountain of fire blown 
skyward; when the elemental in his pro- 
foundly passionate temperament broke 
loose; he could roar betimes as gently as 
a dove: Yet, when i last heard him in

Girls. © 
give _recitals with programs that are 
staggering. The Chopin concertos now 


‘occupy the position, technically speaking, 


of the Hummel’ and Mendelssohn con-— 
eertos. Every one plays. Chopin as a 
matter of course, and, with a few excep- 
tions, badiy. Yes, Felix Leifels is right; 
no one plays the piano badly, yet new 
Rubinsteins do not materialize. 

The year of the Centennial Exposition 
in Philadelphia, 1876, was-a memorable 
one for visiting pianists, .I heard not 
only Hans von. Biilow, but also two 
beautiful women, one at the apex of her 
artistic cateer, Annette Essipoff, (or Es- 
sipowa,) and Teresa Carreno, just start- 
ing on her-triumphal road to fame. Es- 
sipowa was later the wife of Leschetizky 
—maybe she was married then—and she 
was the most poetic of all. women pian- 
ists that I have heard. Clara Schumann 
was as musical, but she was aged when I 
listened to her. Essipowa played Chopin 
as only a Russian can. They are all Slavs, 
these Poles and Russians, and no other 
nation, .exeept the: Hungarian, can in- 
terpret Chopin: - Probably the greatest 
German virtuoso, was Adolf Henselt, 


. Bavarian born, being a residént in Petro- 


grad. He had a Chopin-like tempera- 
ment and. played that master’s music so 
well that.Schumann called him the “Ger- — 
man Chopin.” Essipowa, I need hardly 
tell. you, communicated: no. little of her- 
gracious charm to. Paderewski. He 
learned more*from. her plastic style than

On a:hot night in 1876, and in old As-:

Eugen d’Albert, surely the greatest 
of Scotch pianists—he was born at Glas- 
gow, though musically educated in Lon- 
don—is another heaven-stormer. I heard 
him in Berlin four years ago, at Phil- 
harmonic Hall, and people stoed up in 
their. excitement—Liszt redivivus!

Do We Want to Pay the Health Insurance Bill e: 























Frank F. Dresser Says Piacod Measure Would:Give Country 
a Small Return i in Bettered Health for a Tremendous Outlay

ERE is another big: burden 

estimated. at hundreds of 

millions of dollars annually 

—which it is proposed to 

pnt. upon the already over- 

loaded shoulders of the 

Ultimate Consumer... Aud, like so many 
other of his burdens, this new one would 
be of legislative manufacture. During 
the present opén season fot lawmaking, 
bills of .a standardized pattern have 


been or will be introduced in the Legis-- 


latures of more. than twenty. States-—all 
the big manufacturing States of ‘the 
Union—which, .if enacted, will greatly 
increase the tax rate and add an untold 
amount to the ‘cost of production in all 
lines of industry. 

This proposed burden beers a catching 
label: “ Health Insurance.” And those 
who are urging it upon us-have much 
to say in its favor, nruch that is in har- 
mony. with the collectivist, theories popu~ 
tion. Their arguments may b 
marized as follows : That there is a wage 


loss due to sickness of six hundred mill,” 


ions of dollars annually; that the great

through compulsory sickness” insurance;

. have agreed is in their opposition to this 


ceiving the report of a special committee 
which had devoted several ‘months to 
investigation, voting to oppose any ef- 
fort at the present:session of the Legis- 


lature to pass such a bill: At tte reeent 
convention in this city the National Civie 
Federation also went on tecord as against 
the measure. 

There is perhaps no one in this esuntry : 
better qualified to discuss this question 
than Frank F. Dresser, a prominent ~ 
member of the  Mussachusetts bar, who 
has made a careful stady of émployers’ ~* 
liability laws (he is the auther of af 
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Mess. Mr. Rinssanr picked “ Health In- 
surance ”-to pieces for me; and then hav- 
ing demonstrated why, in his opinion, the 
proposed measure would give the country 


“Tt is self-evident,” Said Mr. Dresser, 
“that well and able-bodied citizens are 
the strength of the State and that well 
employers-and well employes add to the 
strength of an-industry. - 

- “Let us-look over the path laid out by 
the American. Association for Labor 
Legislation i in its proposed bill. 

“First, we will consider the cost, not 
-the most important but always a material 
item in any scheme which is to be worked 
out practically. . The data in this country 
are of the vaguest description; and such 
foreign data as are available are difficult 
to transpose into our terms. We know 
that the:German costs have been rising 
steadily. since 1884, and that.the peak of 
expenditure is not yet reachéd, that the 
days. of sickness per insured have: in- 
creased rather than diminished, and that 
the duration of illnesses has lengthened 
remarkably. 
served in other countries having an in- 
surance system. - 

“It-has been computed, arguing from 
German and British experience, that the 
cost .of sickness, medical and funeral 


benefits, including administration costs, . 


but excluding, apparently, any contribu- 
tion to reserves and the quite consider- 
able sums. which employers must in. the 
first instance pay for their accounting de- 
partment, would be between the limits of 
8 and 5 per cent., say about 4 per cent., 
of wages. 

“If we apply this 4 per cent. of wages 
toa single State, say Massachusetts, as- 
suming the average wage to be $570 a 
year and that there are*about a million 
persons who would be insured, the cost 


to Massachusetts is about twenty-three , 


million dollars annually, Of this the 
workman would contribute nearly nine 
million, the employer nine million, and 
the State about five million, an increase 
of our present State tax by over 40 per 
cent... 

“The proposed benefits and the con- 
sequent cost are at the minimum, but 
experience shows that, once the bill is 
enacted, the extension of its benefits will 
become a political slogan and their cost 
an ever-increasing burden. 

“In epite of the common belief. that 
the State and the employer have, just 
under the Treasurér’s desk, a hidden 
stock of gold which if it can be got at 
will, prove inexhaustible, these contribu- 
tions .will not remain where they first 
fall, but be passéd on. The State’s con- 
tribution as well as its payments as 
employer of, State and municipal -em- 
ployes is raised by the general levy up- 
on ‘all taxpayers. The employer’s con- 
tribution plus -his increased State and 


municipal tax will become an item in 


his cost of production to be charged, so 
far. as is possible in she competitive 
rivalry of the. several States, in the price 
of his product and. paid by the consumer 
or else be saved by greater economy, as, 
for example, reducing wages. 

“ 4 great portion of the consunters are 
‘the insured workmen and their families 


who thus, besides their own direct con- , 
tribution will indirectly bear, in the in-. 


creased cost of necessaries or in lesser 
wages, a large proportion of the contri- 
bution of the employers and the State, 
In this, thérefore, as in so ‘many similar 
proposals, ‘it would seem that the class 
which it.is hoped to benefit is simply set 
to chasing its own fail again. 

“ But now to come to the chief_objec- 
tion to the mieasure—its failure to dis- 
close responsibility for conditions which 
may produce illness and to assess the cost 
of them where it belongs.. It must be re- 
membered that this bill protects the in- 
sured in the event of any illness or any 
non-industrial accident, (the workmen’s 
compensation law already providing for 
industrial accidents.) It i# difficult to 
see why, ifa man is run over by an auto- 
mobile.on Sunday afternoon, he should 
get any contribution from hig employer 
because he happens te work. in his mill 
the other isix days a week, or why alco- 
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A similar. condition is. ob-' .. 


lieved as distinct or different from the 
responsibility of other classes in the com-* 


munity, ; 73 
“ Now,-if it: is true—which I doubt— 
that our wage earners lose on account 
of sickness an average of nine days per 
year, the consequent annual. wage loss 
of $600,000,000 is imposing. But there 


is an equally great wage loss through 
voluntary abserices or > clbaiaos caused 
by intemperance, by ball games, by the 
many personal reasons. I have made 
inquiry in this subject and am told that 
these -voluntary absences equal sub- 
stantially the combified absence and wage 
loss of both sickness and industrial ac- 
cident. Such voluntary absences seem, 
nevertheless, to be undertaken and their 
wage loss to be borne. And yet, in spite 
of “these three, substantial elements in 
wage léss, about three-fourths of the 
wage earners, it is said, now. carry in- 
surance of some sort. The need of char- 
itable relief, therefére, is found not 
among, all. wage earners, but only among 
a portion. 

“Keeping this fact in mind, it must 
also be remembered that the framers of 
this bill-have used the device of making 
the employer the insurance collector, 
because that. is the only practical way. 
of making the insurance compulsory, and 
without compulsion the thriftless would 
remain just what they are today—the . 
uninsured. But this necessary device of 
making the employer an insurance col-:' 
lector limits and must always limit. the 


scope of the measure to those who are - 
_employed, to those, in other words, who 


are efficient enough to get and keep 
some sort of a job. But those who are 
so incapable or so unfortunate that they 
cannot hold a job—the unemployable, the .- 
castal ‘worker, the aged—are not covered 
at all. 

“Moreover, this bill does not cover the 
large class of apie rsd small 
farmér, the small shopkeeper, the char- 
woman, the huckster, the journeyman, the 


- home worker—whose struggle is as hard 


and whose risks are as. great as those of 
the wage earner for whom insurance 
would be provided. Then there are also 
certain’ of the professional classes, ‘the 
doctors, lawyers, clergymen, and teach- 
ers, gince the average earnings in these 
professions are well under $1,000 a 

* “Tp addition to all this, the bill does 
not cover the families of wage earners; 
nor, save for a limited period, does it 
cover the wage earner himself when he 
becomes unemployed and so subject to a 


greater hazard of sillness. Under the 


proposed measure, a workman may have 
his two-fifths contribution to the insur- 
ance fand deducted for years, but let him 


lose hig job and after a limited period his: 


claim on the fund is forfeited. 

“The next objection to the: measure 
lies in the very troublesome problem of 
supplying adequate medical care, to those 
who need it,-at a proper cost. 

“The, proposed bill; by leaving the 
cheiee of physicians that might -be em- 
ployed to the loca) absociations, gives to 


untrained boards of employers. and. em- 


ployes; ‘equally ignerant of the necessi- 
ties, the decision on a matter which is al- 
most the crux of the whole situation, for 


if health insurance is to be successful at’ - 


all, it must involve more. competent and 


/ more general medical care than we are 


now accustomed to. It has been said that 
‘there is perhaps a distance of a quarter 
of a. century between the present status 
of ‘medical science and that’ of medical 
practice among the poor.’ There is noth- 
ing in the measure as proposed which 
would tend to raise the standard of gen- 
eral medical practice, nothing that would 
tend to bring the latest discoveries and 
achievements of medical science within 
reach of the poor man. 

* Moreover; the watchword of medical 
science today is * Prevention.’ The pro- 
posed: bill itself and the cost of it does 
not include preventive work.

“ Certain: conditions not peculiar to an 
industry “but to the plant—its -dirt, ill 
ventilation, poor sanitation, bad. condi- 
tions of labor, and the sort—may present 
their’ own specific risks. If is the duty 
of the industrial physician to know-as 
Jan expert the health hazards of his own 


establishment, whether factory, store, or }. 


: pailread,- and to advisz 2s to méans of 
their elimination. 


“When a worker seeks “employment: 


his: physical condition may be such.as to 


harmful ‘to him above the normal risk, 
while in another he may safely work. It 
is the duty of the industrial physician to 
discover. his physical condition and to 
place him in the job that he can do most 
e.ficiently and with least risk.. If upon 
physical examination a defect is found, 
-the worker may be advised of it and have 
-it. remedied. By re-examination from 
time to. time, and by change of occupa- 
tion, if necessary, the personal health 
hazard may- be detected and. cured. 


“Time ‘lost from work. means a,loss: 


“of production to the employer and a loss 
of wages to the employe. If illness can 
be detected in its beginning, and checked, 
if the half-sick man can be put in the 


way of cure, less working time is. lost, | 


and the’ profit to employer and employe 
is evident. it is, therefore, the duty. of 
the. physician to discover and remedy 
ailments at the plant, and in doubtful 
éases'. to obtain diagnosis. Thus the 
worker who, left to himself, might have 


no attention whatever, or inadequate at- | 


tention, gets prompt and’ adequate’ serv- 
ice.» It does not take -him long to learn 
the value of that and to see that he and 
the persons dependent upon him ob- 
.tain it. 

“Such service is now provided for not 
only. by many large employers but by an 


-; increasing number of small ones who, if 


they have not work enough for a full- 
time man, combine in employing a phy- 
sician. There are-always, however, re- 
actionaries, and these men should be com- 


+ pelled to bring their -plants and their: 


employes under the-supervision of an in- 
dustrial physician. 

“For employes and for their families 
some other measures are also necessary. 
This is to be found in the improvement, 
organization, and extension of. medical 
care. It must be recognized that it is no 

: longer possible for the practitionér to 
keep.up with the advances.in every field. 
The surgeon, the physician, the pathol- 
ogist, the doctor of preventive medicine, 
and the industrial physician are separate 
lines of endeavor subdivided innumer- 
ably by those who. devote themselves to 
the study of a single organ or a single 
disease. Proper diagnosis and the con- 


sequent advice now frequently depend | 


not upon the judgment of. one doctor, 
however competent, but on difficult tests 
and on the opinion of specialists.

provide hospitals for general and special

An Exhibition of Etchings by Contempo- - 


rary. American Artists. 

Most of the etchers represented.in the 
exhibition at the National Arts Club un- 
der the auspices of the American Insti- 
* tute of Graphic Arts have been seen in 
private exhibitions and are fairly well 
known to the public, but their presence 
together in this associative grouping is 
much more significant than any private 
showing can be. The opportunity to 
compare work in different processes is in 
itself valuable and the visitor armed with 
the admirable catalogue in which Troy 
Kinney reduces to limpid statement the 
mysteries of pure etching, dry point, 
soft ground and aquatint, will be able to 
grasp easily the characteristic resources 
of each and their special attractions. He 
will know why the dark lines in Harry 
Townsend’s fine study of an old horse 
at rest are so warm and broad, why Troy 
Kinney’s study of a young woman holding 
her head high under a bit of British milli- 
nery is so much a matter of tone while 
his fascinating little “ Bacchante ” is all 
brusque burred line; why the clear out- 
lines of Ernest Roth’s “ Downtown, New 
York,” flow so easily and sensitively, and 
to know why is the deepest.solape.of the 
American mind confronted by the puzzle 
of art. : . 

Much of the work shown is pure etch- 
ing and the variety achieved with this 
process alone is remarkable. It is a tre- 
mendous stride from <Cecil T, Buller’s 
“ Little Houses, Chelsea, London,” with

Nor 
would it be desirable to have it eliminated, 


even if that were possibl¢, since it adds,” 


usually, color and life, warmth and piquancy, 
to what might be, otherwise, judicial and 
correct judgment, but uninteresting, unstim- 
ulating reading, Nevertheless, it is neces- 
gary always, in the reading of literary crit- 
fcism, to make allowance for this factor of 
personal taste. Two people of equal! train- 
ing, good taste, and high standards, though 
making’ sincere endeavor to ignore their in- 
dividual likings, will rarely be found to agree 
“upon the comparative excellence of several 
literary products. It is especially necessary 
for the reader, for his own benefit and en- 
joyment, to bear’ the personal equation in 
mind In the reading of such a volume of se-~- 
lections ag this by Mr. O'Brien. It will some- 
times save him, perhaps, from having un- 
necessary doubts about his own ‘literary 
standards and judgments or impugning those 
of the yolume’s editor. 

But whether or not one may differ with 
Mr. O’Brien about any particular story. in the 
collection, there is no room for any question 
about the excellence and value and repre- 
sentative quality of the collection as a whole, 
nor of the importance of the work Mr. 
O’Brien has done in making’ it, nor of the 
craftsman’s conscientiqusness, the diligent 
and painstaking labor, the skill, the taste, 
and the high standard of appraisal with 
which he has done the work. He says in his 

’ {ntroduction that he has read about twenty- 
five hundred Short stories during the last 
year, from which he made his selections and 
classificatioris. To the uninitiated the task 
‘would doubtless seem by its very bigness and 
fits demand of constant reading and decision 
to blunt the perceptive powers and dull the 
edge of judgment. But the trained critic has 
learned, as the tea taster learns, the art of 
using without wearying the powers of per- 
ception and decision. Mr. O’Brien deserves 
not doubt, but sympathy. 

This is Mr. O’Brien’s second survey of 
America’s short story product, and the vol- 
ume follows the plan of his previous work 
on *‘ The Best Short Stories of 1915." Last 
year the conclusion he drew from his survey 
was that we in America are developing “a 
mew literary form, organically different from 
everything that preceded it, and still in the 
fnteresting process of developing its own 
technique.” He finds advance toward a finer 
art in fiction steadily progressing, and says 
that ‘‘ slowly and naturally as the budding 
and growth of a plant, a new spirit in fiction 
has been making itself felt. and spreading 
itself in many directions through the coun- 
try." He points out that this new spirit had 
Been felt in poetry much earlier and that 
** the full fruition of its art in our poetry has 
almost come, but in fiction it is still young 
and requires much fostering in the hands of 
our native writers.’ It is interesting to find 
with what enthusiasm Mr. O'Brien welcomes 
the work of young authors from the West. 
* It is mo mere coincidence,"’ he says, ‘* that 
the finest expression of our na life ia 
coming out of the Middle West,”’ and he. men- 

‘tions a half dozen. young men in or frony 
.Chicago whose work, he says, “ is saturated 

_ with the truth of the life they have experi- 
ence@.’"’ And he prophesies tliat ‘‘ the novels 
which Sherwood Anderson, Francis Buszell, 
and Ben Hecht will publish during. the next 
two or three years will mark = new era in 
the history of American fiction.” 

Of these three authors, only Byzzell is rep- 
resented among the twenty who have been 
honored by inclusion in the list of twenty 
short stories which are reprinted in full in 
the book, together with, for each, an appre- 
ciatively critical paragraph. In addition, the

ene to several titles of @xceptionally good

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THE FIRST ENGLISH NOVEL 





HAT amazing mixture of affectation 
and simplicity, “ Euphues,” has 
again found its way into print and 

might, so far as concerns the present gen- 
eration’s actual knowledge of its pages, be 
included among our “ latest publications in 
fiction.” But thus to announce it would be 
to deprive this strange old book of its one 
remaining glory;-the glory of being the 
first instead of the latest English novel. 
Indeed, its antiquity comprises almost its 


letters today—that and a certain childish 
sort of humor, an unabashed love of -the 
ebvious in morals and- ways of thinking. 
After all, we might better spare a better 
book than these two old favorites of the 
Elizabethan Court, Joun Lrty’s “Euphues: 
the Anatomy of Wit” and “Euphues and 


republished. That these two books collec- 
tively have a valid claim to the distinction | 
of being the first -English novel will; of 
cougse,; be, disputed. “The Anatomy, of 
Wit” appeared in 1578, its successor in 
1580. Literary chronology at that period 
is rather vague, but there can be little 
doubt that GreENEe’s romances, begin- ; 
ning with “ Mamillia: A Mirror or Look- 
ing Glass for the Ladies of England ” were 
subsequent and not. prior to “ Euphues.” 
GREENE did not disguise his imitations of ' 
the latter, his “ Euphues, His Censure to 
Philautus” being avowedly a continuation 
of LyLy’s two books... For the rest, the 
English romances of that day—those, at 
least,- that appeared before “ Euphues "— ‘ 
were translations from the French, the 
Italian, or the Latin. As Sir THoMas 
More’s “ Utopia ” was published In Latin, 
it cannot successfully dispute the chrono- 
logical primacy in English fiction with 
- Euphues,” although it first appeared in 
1516, sixty-two years before LyYLyY’s Yro- 
mance. The question is, however, can the 
latter really be regarded as a romance in 
the sense that we give to the word today? 
We know that it was a favorite “ court , 
book” in the latter seventeenth century.

tions—for that day—and shared the popu- : 
larity -enjoyed by “ Venus and Adonis” 
among the women of Elizabeth’s Court.

Relations and the ‘Law, with Other Books in

ROFESSOR BROWN of ‘Princeton, in 
writing-‘of international relations 
and the “law” that mote pr less 

guides’ and governs them, has the advan- 
tage of adding considerable experience in 
diplomacy to his professional study. He 
has served as Secretary of Legation and 
as Chargé in the Near East, especially at 
Constantinople, and as Minister to Hon- 

- duras. His latest book, “ International Re- 
alities,” is a study of the effect of inter- 
national law upon the situation created by 
the “great war,” an explanation of the 
degree to which international law- has 
broken down in this situation, and an ex- 
amination of the lines along which it can 
be strengfhened and developed. The title 
suggests a characteristic of the: author’s 
mind which is, to some-extent, unfortu- 
nate. 

The things which sustain his own view 
are apt to present ‘themselves to him as 
“ realities,” often as “hard,” “cold,” 
“ brutal,” while the views he disputes tend 
te ‘become “ visionary,” “ sentimental,” 
““ dreams.” it is the adjectives, however, 
that are most to blame. Stripped of these, 
Professor Brown's- statements are usually 
well considered and fair, and his reasoning 
cloge and candid. 

His chief contentions, as we understand 
them, are that international law should 
and must be based on the legitimate inter- 
ests ofnations rathér than on a concep- 
tion of their abstract rights; that it should 
be directed to the relations of peace rather 
than’ of war;-and-that it does not lend itself 
to enforcement by force, but depends, and 
must. depend, upon the reciprocal will of 
the nations governed by it.- 

The author analyzes closely and with 
damaging effect the principles announced 
by the Institute of International Law at its 
first congress in 1916, so warmly support- 
ed by ex-Secretary Root, and shows how 
great will be the difficulty in applying 
them to such “ nations” as Panama, Co- 
lombia, and Mexico, or even to the more 
highly developed States of Canada, South 
Africa, and the Australian Commonwealth. 
Yet it is to be inferred that Professor 
Brown himself would make nationality the 
basis of international relations, and he 
makes a serious effort to define the char- 
acteristics of nationality. One cannot but 
suspect that th’ basis also will be exceed- 
ingty difficult to work out. 

He makes a very reasonable~ argument 





; for the proposition that before -the world 


can, have a tribunal for the interpretation 
and. application of international law there 
must be an agreement as to what is-inter- 
national-law. But if we could have a clear 
and general agreement as to what is inter- 


- Rational law, and what are the rights and 


duties of nations under it, the need for a 
tribunal would be greatly lessened. There 


48° something to be said in favor of the plan 


adopted by the Second Hague Conference 
that a tribunal should .be. established to ad- 
judicate international disputes by the ap- 
plication of international law where it is 
found adequate, and, where it is not, by the 
principles of reason and justice. Such a 
tribunal is analogous to the courts of Great 
Britain and the United States, and their 
operation has tended toward the develop- 
ment of a just and reasonable body of law 
that could hardly have been devise! and 
agreed to im advance. + This plan was de- 


| feated by the failure to agree on the mode" 


of selection of the Judges. It is suggested 
by “ Cosmos” in his remarkable contribu- 
tions to THE TimMEs that the Allies, em- 
bracing as*they do six nations of Europe, 
three Balkan States, and one Oriental na- 
tion, might now establish such a court. If 
the United States should join, the influence 
on the relations of all nations after the 
war would be very great, and might be 
decisive. But it is most probable that a 
world agreement, either as to the principles 
of international law, or as to.a world trib- 
unal of justice, will be. found impractica- 
ble, and that the Allies -will have, when 
peace comes, to combine as best they can 
for'the perpetuation of the aims they pur- 
sue in the war. 

With great siniplicity, but very forcibly, 
Professor Brown argues that one condition 
of any world combination for the protec- 
tion.of legitimate rights of nations intend- 
ed to insure peace must be adequate pro- 
vision for freedom of exchanges.

don. There are two one-act plays, or dra- 
matic sketches, slight affairs both of them; 
a reprinting of Mr. London’s introduetion to 
an edition of Dana's’ ‘‘ Two Years Before the 
Mast" that was made some five or six years 
ago; a graphic, genially told account, under 
the title of ‘‘ Four Horses and a Sailor,” of 
a driving trip round about California which 
Mr. and Mrs. London made in a four-horse 
coach; an essay on ‘‘Small Boat Sailing,’ 
compounded of vivacious observation of men 
and things, especially of the ways of small

beats, and of incidents and experiences that. 


had happened to the author in the Seven 
Seas of the world; an experience of his own 
with a ghost:on his first trip as an able sea- 
man while still in his teens; an amusing ac- 
count of his attempt to buy a leopard skin in 
a South American city, and the imitial essay, 
the longest and most consequential in the 
book, from which the volume takes its name. 
Apparently this essay on “The Human 
Drift’ was written some years ago, before 
the breaking out of the European war, for 
im it Mr. London indulges in some of that 
philosophy about war of which so much was 
written in those blindly optimistic, pre-con- 
flict days. The essay makes brief and rapid 
survey of those many great waves and drifts 
of humanity that have swept forth and back 
and up and down the world since the begin- 
ning of tradition. Like all the materialistic 
interpreters of history, Mr. London finds the 
‘causes of these movements Solely in hunger, 
the search for subsistence. It is a doubtful 
explanation, for scrutiny of such of these 
waves of human movement as have taken 
place during historical times will show them 
to have been 
twisted motives, chief of which was usually 
the ever unsated craving for adventure of 
“man’s soul. Mr. London considers briefly 
also in this essay the question of the pressure 


of population on subsistence and the Mal-. 


thusiasn law, and wonders a little as to the 
final fate of humanity upon this planet. 

Lovers of Mr. London’s work will probably 
find him at his best and most individual self 
in the essay on ‘‘ Small Boat Sailing,’” which 
will be a very enjoyable bit of writing for all 
devotees of that sport.

THE CHASTE WIFE:

who really count. ~This new story, however,

Through the window 
the author: throws open for us we look in 
upon the lives and thoughts of a little group 





’ - Of people, all real, and most of them likable, 


whom we watch with interest, and of whose 
further experiences, after the last chapter is 
reached and the! window closed, we would 
like to bé told. For we feel quite sure that 
they go on failing and succeeding, sorrowing 
and hoping, though we can no longer see 
them. 

The story is the often told but always in- 
teresting one of the husband who, after 
marriage, reveals to his wife a secret which, 
as she feels and he admits, should have 


been told to her before. The knowledge, not; 


so much of the thing itself as of the decep- 
tion practiced upon her, destroys the wife’s 
faith in her husband, although it does not 
kill: her“love>for him, and ‘so we presently 
Hiave the clash of two temperaments— 
temperaments rather than points of view. 
For Stéphen Moore, instead of adopting the 
familiar theory of. the necessarily double 
moral standard and expecting that his wife 
shall accept as a matter of course the fact 

- that he comes to her stained, intensely re- 
grets. the one blot upon his otherwise clean 
record. -It is he who sees clearly their prin- 
ciples ih conflict: ‘‘ On the one side reason- 
able acknowledgment of imperfection and 
a strict sense of rectitude. On the other 
passionate chastity of deed and thought, in 
no way self-righteous or exclusive, but re- 
ligious in its intensity.” 

This conflict of principles provides the 
climrax of the book. Leading up to it we have 
the very appealing love story of these two, 
Priscilla Evandine and Stephen Moore, whose 
lives and up-bringing and_experiences have 
been so radically different. The girl, born 
into an existence of ease and .culture and 
perfect freedom from sordid anxieties, reared 
as the cherished daughter of a thoroughly 
delightful home; the man, who had known 
what it meant to lack food and clothing, who 
had been forced .to see the sister he dearly 
loved wearing out her youth in an exhausting 
round of small and unattractive duties, with 
always in the, background the sinister figure 
of “the old man” who so hated him—his 
father. The environment of each of these 
two is admirably reproduced. One would 
have-to go far to find’ a better or more 
charming pen-picture than the sketch of Pris- 
cilla’s home, just outside of London, which 
appears in the opening chapter, And then 
in sharp contrast with it comes the ugly 
room in Slapperton Street where Stephen 
Moore, born critic but entirely lacking in the 
creative faculty, worked at his task of book- 
reviewing. He is an exceedingly interesting 
character; a man of “‘ strict rectitude,’’ ‘shy, 
bitterly. proud, ready to flare up in resent- 
ment .at the first sign or hint of patronage, 
self-educated, doing hack-work for a pittance, 


debonair old man who was ‘the evil genius 
of his children’s lives—although one of them 
* he’ sincerely loved, 

To any one who is-interested in books and 
, in‘ criticism, this novel will prove especially 
“appealing. For the author has a good deal 
to say oh these subjects, and it is all well 
worth saying. The different points of view 
of Mr. Evandine and Vanamure, the Ameri- 
can, of David Evandine and Stephen Moore, 
are each one typical. But it is not on these 
matters alone that Mr, Swinnerton has some- 
thing to say. that is worth saying... His com- 
ments are often arresting, and his book is 
well. considered and carefully finished, 
thoughtful, entirely without that hasty, slap- 
dash quality’ which mars so much of our 
modern fiction. * It is perfectly evident that to 
him writing is a beloved art, and not-merely 
& commercial business). He-appeals princi- 
pally: to his readers’ intelligence, and persons 
who chance to possess brains and to be willing 
to use them will find his work inéeresting 
and deserving of attention.

Richar@ Staire, inflexible in ambition, in- 
flammable in temperament, attracts us ,in 
spite of ourselves. Madame Fenez we re- 
member for her devotion to Blaise and 
Valerie. Toinion is a lovely woman, hope- 
less of happiness for herself, longing for it 
for her ffiends.

She 
is exquisite in her beauty and appeal, and fh 
her thorough humanness.

“ROM the very moment of his birth 
Quincy Burt was unwelcome. ‘Fifth 
son and eighth child of a family which the 
overweight of numbers was dragging slowly 
down into poverty, it-is scarcely. to be won- 
dered at that his advént Was not hailed with 
joy. His father especially resented his ex- 
istence, and this antagonism survived even 
after an unexpected accession of fortune 
enabled the Burts to move from Harriet, 
Long Island, to New York. Of Quincy’s 
brothers and sister's only one; Adelaide, paid 
any particular attention té him. She needed 
him and he her, but somehow they were 
never able to get in’ touch with’ each other. 
At school Quincy was no more popular, no 
more in harmony with the others than in his 
own family. Then came college, where he 
stood among the majority of his class “as 
a rebuke to their standards and activities— 
2s an individual—as one who prized his 
pleasure and rejected the college shibboleth 

of ‘ doing something.’.” 

It was while he was at college that he met 
Professor Deering and his wife, Julia. These 
two had each of them an important effect 
upon his life, and to neither of them was he 
loyal. ‘ He had not stood by him, not stood 
by her,” and this principally because of the 
weakness that was inherent in him, the lack 
of ‘“‘soul endurance .* * ¢# a tendency 
to veer and flutter and give way.” From 
college he went into business and the city, 
trying to force himself into conformity with 
standards purely materialistic, since ideals 
had brought him neither happiness hor suc- 
cess.-.Again. he failed, and “ weary of all 
things. * * * Hope, love, life, these were 
the nadirs of pain, these were the ecstasies

Of course the Japanese form is far more 
difficult, numbering the words themselves, 
but these forms are Oriental, to some degree, 
and_they are interesting. ‘Yet they have 
something of the saiiie effect as a ballet 
dancer poised on a single toe, pleasing in a 
way, but too exotic to be of real value, not 
inherent, not belonging to the genius of the 
language. 

All this amounts to a series of rambling im- 
pressions of a book full of value to any one 
who cares at all for pgetry, rather than a 
review. It-.is difficult to overestimate the 
need for just_such a@ book, that puts in handy 
form the characteristic part of the modern 
expression in poetry, giving a juster impres- 
sion of its value than can be gained from 
much desultory reading in the publications 
of the day, or the small collections published 
by many of the authors included here. It is 
a book that will give great enjoyment, and 
bears strong witness to the often heard asser- 
tion that we are in the midst of a revival of 
poetry. A book like this is worth any num- 
ber of poetry dimners* and luncheons and 
evenings, where poets who should know better 
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read aloud from their works or talk in flow- 
ing praises of today. Probably more than 
half the names included in the volume will 
fade away before a decade passes, but some 
will survive many decades, and there is very 
little that does not merit at least 
once or twice. The compilers are to be con- 
gratulated and thanked for what they have 
done for us. 

The volume is made more useful by the 
bibliography with which it concludes, where 
all the books published by thé several authors 
are noted, as well gs most of the magazines 
in Which the poems quoted from serial pub- 
lications appeared. The table of contents is 
particularly well arranged.
